‘To the extent that it does not sub- 
stantially burden -or regulate inter-: 
state commerce, a State *may regulate 
iterstate imerce and the fares and 
rates therein within its herders, but 
farther.

OFFICIAL UNDER ARREST 


Expert Companion Was Convict 
WhowHad. Fled Minnesota” 
-Pfison With Him. 


DES MOINES, Io., April §%—Just as 
sure as there ate two sides to a game, 
Tom Hatch has been dealing puzzling 
cards to the Iowa authorities for the 
past several years. Having escaped from 
three penitentiaries, he has now stirred 
the police of the State by his daring 
attempt on the last night in March to 


blow the safe of the Polk County Court- | 


house treasury, where was deposited 
over $100,000, collected during/ the — 
noon im taxes. 

Less than two years ago Tom ee 


| escaped from thé Iowa Penitentiary at 


Fort Madison, amidst a rain of bullets 
from the wall guards. He was captured 
in the act of robbing a house in Min- 
nesota, and sent to the penitentiary for 
10 years. He broke from theré recently 
and, in company with his fellow es- 
caper, Peter Juhl, flew back to the very 
spot where it would be imagined he 
would most fear to come. 

Besides being a daring crook, Hatch 
exercisés a mysterious power over men. 
He brought the man who escaped with 
him here to attempt one of the most 
Garing robbéries in the history of 
Iowa, with chancés nine to one of be- 
ing caught. He furthermore worked 
into the plot -Al Rhoades, who has 
never been in a penitentiary, .though 
more or. less a police character of the 
city, He went a step beyond Rhoades, 
according to oades’ confession, on 
which O’Callahan is being held, and in- 
viegled into the plot a deputy clerk in 
the office of the County Treasurer, 
James O’Callahan, a young man never 
before appeared in a police inquiry. 

Scene Was Well Lighted. 

Within 50 feet of the Union Passenger 
Station, wher@ passengers continually 
come and go to trains at all hours, and 
under the light of the Federal Court 
Building tower, Hatch—and his pal 
went through a ground floor window, 
apparently opened without resistance, 
ascended the winding iron stairs, bound 
and gagged a deputy treasurer, C. W. 
Keller, sleeping in the office, and by 
thé light of the street lamps, attempted 
to blow the safe between the time the 
Federal Tower clock struck 12.30 ané 1 
o'clock: 

An intimate knowledge of which win- 
gow was néarest to the stairway wind- 
ing, to the treasurer’s office, the ap- 
parent ease with whith they went di- 
rectly to the sleeping man and silenced 
him and thé apparent knowledge that 
there was a large amount of money in 
the’ safe, givés some evidence Hatch 
rad inside informatton and help. 

While these two men worked, Rhoades 
says he and Q’Callahan waited in @n al- 
ley behind the Young Men’s Christian 
Association, where they were to receive 
their share of the “swag.” But the 
charge of nitroglycerin the convicts ex- 
loded did nag do the work. . The loud 
Feport had announced the attempt and 
they had no time to delay: .Bhey fled, 
A leaving tools behind. 

Polyice Started for Rhoades’ Home. 

Thé police arrived shortiy and imme- 
diately a squad started up Fourth 
street. toward the home .of ‘Al’ 
F.hoades, whom they suspected. When 
they) reached the Y. M. C.. A. alley they 
ran into the crowd of men. Hatch fired 
the -bullet barely grazing the face of 
Patrolman McMickel. Rhoades was cap- 
tured, but the other three escaped. 
C’Callahan was arrested later and has 
furnished $7500 appearance bond. The 
other two ha&ve not been caught. 

Hatch’s prévious escapade in Des 
Yoines, which sent him to Fort Mad- 
ison, Wage walking into a resort run by 
Mabel Woods, tearing the telephone 
from the wall and holding up the whole 
place. He was captured after a battle 
with the police and sent to the péniten- 
tiary. Thére he offered to the Governor. 
and the Board of Parole to buy his 
freedom with evidence that would bring 
a conviction in the Peterson children. 
riurdér. Two Peterson children were 
murdered while on their way to Sun- 
day school and the mystery was never 
solved. Hatch announced the murderer 
had confessed to him to prove he was 
a crook while trying to inveigle Hatch 
into robbing a bank. 


Eséaped Across Open Field. _, 

While the State authorities deliberat- 
ea. on the proposition Hatch went 
through an aperture of the penitentiary 
wall and: started on the run. He was 
accompanied by another prisoner. 

A shower of bullets rained after them. 
Hatch’s companion threw up his hands 
and returned, but Hatch, who was for- 
merly a foot racer, defied the bullets, 
crossed the cléaring and disappeared in 
the woods. He was caught while en- 
gaged in a robbery in Mihnesota. He 
was sent to the penitentiary there and 
recently escaped. 

Juhl, .who escaped with him, is * 
years old, In 1906 he was sentenced to 
three years in the Nebraska peniten- 
tiary from Omaha, on a charge of as- 
sault with intent to kill. Om June 4, 
1910, he was sentenced to Stillwater for 
nine yéérs for —— committed in 
Minneapolis.

“Thesrace cannot go ahead, it can- 
not keep its numbers even,” Roose- 
velt prophesies, “unless the average 
man and woman who are married 
and who are capable of having chil- 
dren have a family of four. :

The work of lightening the cargo be- 
gan at 7 o’clock. Only one lighter was 
available for the work, but two more 
were on their way, one from New York 
and one from Boston.

When the bandit entered the narrow 
passage inside the dining car door, he 
met William L. Blakely, 4252 Lucky 
street, a negro waiter, who is almost 
white. The bandit thought fe was the 
steward of the car. He aimed the re- 
volver at his head and demanded: 

“Give me the day’s receipts.”’ 

‘“T ain't the steward: he’s inside 
there,”’ answered Blakely, pointing into 
the car. The bandit went to where 
Lowry was making up his report of the 
day and took from him $40., Lowry . ad 
$30 in silver in a satchel which the rob- 
ber did not get. 

The robber ordered the negroes and 
steward to stand in a row against the 
side of the car and kept them there 
until the train reached Chouteau ave- 
nue, when he backed out and leaped 
from the car step. 

The robber had a black handkerchief 
over his nose and the lower part of his 
face when he entered the car. It 
slipped down, exposing his mustache, 
and the steward gave the police the 
following description of him: 

About 38 years old, 5 feet 11 inches 
tall; dark hair and eyes; dark mustache; 
black stiff hat and long brown Oover-

Those in the car, besides Lowry and 
Blakely, were W. A. Washington, 3025

It is a very interesting contention in its dem- 
onstration of the practical inefficiency of the con- 
stitutional provision for uniformity of taxation 
for all properties of the same class in the same 
locality when the rule of assessment below full 
value is applied to property of any class at all. 
We make no argument that all bank stock should 
be assessed at full value when nothing else is. 
This is manifestly inequitable. Varying the per- 
centage of assessment save against property of 
the same class is the practical evil which could be 
remedied by holding to full value as the only fair 
scheme of assessment for all property of whatever 
class. 

But no approximation of an ideal system will 
be produced “until account is taken of the prac- 
tical impossibility of taxing all property equally 
so long as it is definitely known that as much 
property escapes taxation as is taxed. 

The abolition of all taxes on business and on 
personal property, that is on things that can be 
moved and hidden, would be a long step in the 
right direction. It would promote industry and 
trade. But meanwhile the ‘equalization of taxes 
by full-value assessments is the only fair method 
under the present system.

CLEVELAND’S SUBWAY 

Whether Cleveland, O. ever gets 8-cent car 
fares or not, she seems destined ‘to outrun &t. 
Louis in the matter of rapid transportation. At 
the November (1910) election the voters ratified 
city ordinances providing for a complete system 
of subways. The provisions of these ordinances 
are fully set forth in Volume 2 of a work on 
municipal franchises, by Delos F. Wilcox, just 
published. 

The Cleveland subway franchise is for a period 
of 75 years, but the city reserves Ao itself the right 
to purchase the properties upon 12 months’ notice, 
at valuations partly fixed by the ordinanges and 
partly to be determined by -appraisement at the 
time .of purchase. The city is to pay nothing 
for the unexpired franchise. 

One of the good things in this subway legisla- 
tion is a provision that “no more passengers shall 
be carried than can be seated.” This will insure 
that the company provide as many cars as the 
System can safely use, in order to garner all the 
nickels possible. It is full time for St. Louis to 
begin to prepare for the future.

practically certain that the Monarch 
will carry the new British naval 13.6- 
inch guns, and that the entire equip- 
ment—probably ten in five turfrets—will 
be available on either broadside. 

Great Britain’ put into commission last 
year four new battleships and an ar- 
mored cruiser. The displacements of 
the former varied between 19,250 and 
19,900 tons, and the armored cruiser ran 
up to 26,000 tons. The battleships of the 
1910-11 British program are to be of 
24,000 tons. So far as one may conclude 
from recent expert statements Germany 
has nothing on thé stocks larger than 
the recently launched Kaiser. 

The United States has one 26,000-ton 
battleship ‘afloat, another building, “and 
two of+ 27,000 tons authorized. So far, 
therefore, as individual size is 
cerned we bear comparison with the two 
chief naval powers very well. And it is 
also probable that the four mammoth 
United States vessels will carry an arm- 
ament superior not only ifn the size of 
the individual guns, but also in num- 
ber of guns to any vessels afloat or 
building elsewhere.

HE war against mosquitoes is 
T one of the most notable con- 
contests of modern times. In 
‘1897-1898, Surgeon-Major Ross of 
the British army, then in the Indian 
Medical Service, traced the life history 
of the malarial parasite in mosquitcnes, 
showing how these insects convey ma- 
laria from man to man, and in 1900 
Surgeons Reed, Carroll, Agramonte and 
Lazear of the United States army 
proyed that one species of mosquito— 
the Stegomyia calopus—is the sole car- 
rier of yellow fever, says the Scrap 
Book. The discoveries have made trop- 
ical lowlands habitable. 
Mosquito regulations have driven ma- 
laria from the Philippines and the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone; and through similar 
measures Havana wag reported in No- 
yember, 1902, to have had no case of 
yellow fever for a year, although there 
were 1244 cases, withe 310 deaths, in 
1900. In the yellow fever district about 
Rio de Janeiro, in Brazil, the fight has 
been a strenuous one. In @ new book, 
Sir Rupert W. Boyce, Dean of the Liv- 
erpool .School of Tropical Medicine, 
states that Brazil had 4852 deaths from 


yellow fever alone in 1898; but the prac- 


tical application of the new knowledge 
reduced the deaths to $48 in 1904, Early 
in 1909 an effort was made to complete 
the work. Not less than 153,670" breed- 
ing places of larvae were destroyed, 
850.575 miscellaneogs water receptacles 
were examined, 44,343 reservoirs and 
604,238 regular water coritainers were 
overhauled, as many as $14,650 sinks

His first essayal of the Shylock role 
was astonishingly strong and truthful, 
yet, properly, he was’ not content to 
cease his interpretative contemplation : 
of its several big aspects. The ardor of 
the good craftsman who feels that there 
is never a performance of a worthy 
task so worthily done that it canfiot b 
bettered is plainly this earnest actor’s 
fine possession, In nothing that he at- 
tempts is the spirit of untiring. en- 
deavor for higher achievement so clear- 
ly in evidence as in his Shylock play- 
ing. 

As a result, the Shubert audience of 
Friday night witnessed a _ singularly 
eonvincing realization of one of ‘the 
most breathingly vital character crea- 
tions in all the world’s drama of arent 
character-conflict. 

They saw the most salient and * 
nificant type of the Jew at that period 
in human histo*fy when the Jew, des- 
pite the ‘power thet was his even 
then, was earth’s supremely represen- 
tative victim of racial persecution.

Before the first house was built at 
Jamestown, Philadelphia or New York, 
the main paths which American life fol- 
lowed to reach the present, were al- 
ready in existence.

“THE PRODIGAL JUDGE.” 

AINE defined literature as that 
1J which reflected race, time and en- 

vironment, and judged by this 
standard ‘“‘The Prodigal Judge’ of 
vaughan Kester is literature. Like 
‘Nathan Burke,” by Mary 8S. Watts, 
and “The Circuit Rider's Wife’ of 
Cura. Harris, it belongs to that worthy 
group of new American stories rich 
in those reflections for which ‘Taine 
would have sought. Without being in 
any sense a great story, it is still worth 
reading. Extremely melodramatic, it is 
still rich in characterization and quaint 
pictures of American life. 

The story is laid in the Southern 
United States in the time of Andrew 
Jackson. Opening in North Carolina, 
it speedily drifts over into Tennessee, 
and becomes in the end a Tennessee 
sketch. The central figure is Judge 
Slocum Price. Gentleman of the Caro- 
linas, slave owner and cotton grower, 
he is ruined in the prime of life by the 
rascality of a friend. Impoverished in 
spirit and substance as well, he entered 
upon a nomadic debauch which eventu- 
ally landed him in Tennessee so far re- 
duced that but for his scholarship and 
extravagant and colorful verbiage he 
did not differ from the average tramp. 

The Tennessee of the early 1830’s was 
a typical pioneer state. There was, to 
be sure, some sort of social fabric, but 
it was not so close-woven but the fine 
phrases of Judge Slocum Price could 
course through it pleasantly, and for 
the first time since he had fallen the 
Judge began to take root. Like So- 
rolla, Mr. Kester is a very bold painter. 
The. Judge is done without fear of 
consequence. Drunken as he is, and 
elusive as sympathy with him remains, 
one heeds must make the most of his 
humors and virtues to abide him at 
all. It is not, indeed, that Mr. Kester 
has giyen us any extraordinary char- 
acter in the Judge that the book is 
as readable as it is, but that there 
are in it sO many and such vivid 
glimpses of American life. Few things 
have been so well written out of our 
own national experience as the chap- 
ter on the Cavendish family floating on 
a raft in search of that shore which 
shall tempt them to land. Mr. Kester 
has caught the spirit of that incident 
admirably, and it is withal the best 
thing in the book. He has not writ- 
ten a notable love story. The romance 
of Betty and Carrington is like: ‘any 
other American romance. What he has 
done is to. give us new conceptions of 
a time that is gone, and this he has 
done exceedingly well. (Bobbs-Mer- 
rill.)

The story holds the interest of the 
reader from beginning to the end and 
not one character is shadowy—all are 
clean-cut—each, unit forms the family 
bfe and we feel we have lived with 
them intimately. <(Scribner’s.)

All Escape After National 
Guardsman Fires at Them 
Through Window of Home.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., April 8.—Four 
‘men made an unsuccessful attempt to 
rob the Miners and Farmers’ Bank of 
Aurora at 2 o’clock this morning. 

\Two of the robbers are believed to 
have been badly wounded, but all es- 
caped: Posses are today in search for 
the men. 

Frank Ruppel, & member of the na- 
tional guard and a crack pistol shot, 
who lives across from the bank, Was 
awakened while the men were working 
at the front door. of the institution. He 
raised his window and opened fire on 
the robbers with a revolver. Two of 
the men fell; but regained their feet. 
Then the four fled down a side street. 
City Marshal Galbraith and the bank 
officers were immediately notified. 

A kit of burglar, tools was left by 
the robbers in their hasty flight. Blood 
on the sidewalk where two of the men 
fell indicates that they were badly 
wounded. 

The front door of the bank had al- 
most Ween opened when the robbers 
were discovered at their work. The two 
men who were shot made good targets 
for Ruppel’s revolver, as he could see 
them plainly in the moonlight.

Ed Gotsch’s Freak Motor Boat, 
With Stronger Engine, Has 
Great Future. 


Ed Gotsch expects to wear at least one 
life préserver and nothing but a bath- 
ing suit when he goes out on the Missis- 
sippi River this summer in his new 20- 
foot hydroplane motor boat. The speed 
marvel, it is figured, will throw up @ 
spray that will almost hide it from view. 
The boat is expected to make about 
thirty miles an hour. 

The hydroplane is the newest type of 
flyer on the water. England bas a hy- 
droplane. Eight hundred horsepower 
is bottled up in its 580-foot hull. This 
is the craft that has made over fifty 
miles an hour in trials and on which 
the Britains are willing to wager $100,- 
000 that it will take the Harmsworth 
world’s championship trophy; at present 
held in America, back to England. 

A hydroplane is not an agroplane on 
water. To the ordinary observer there 
is not’ much difference in the boat and 
the ordinary speed craft. It is only 
when the vessel is out of the water that 
thé difference can be observed. 

There are a number of steps or gradu- 
ations on the bottom of the boat that, 
when it is running fast, serve to throw 
the front of the craft in the air. The 
jprow of a hydr never touches 
the water; in fact it is usually several 
feet in the air. 


Motor Too Weak. 

Gotsch’s hydroplane was given a try- 
out last season. At that time he had 
only a two-cylinder motor in the boat. 
It went fairly fast, but the power was 
lacking. With a four-cylinder two-cycle 
mgtor he should be able to get better 
results. For a 20-foot boat this is re- 
markable time. 

Gotsch’s hydroplane Is a of 
%-inch wood covered with canvas. Like 
a rowing shell, it must be taken out 
of ‘water every time it has been used. 
Gotsch expects to have his boat out on 
the water about the middle of May.

NEW YORK, April 8—The new Epis- 
copal Cathedral of St. John the Di- 
vine, which wWill be dedicated here of 
April 19, will contain a complete sys- 
tem of telephones. Every part of the 
mammoth building will be lihked to 
every other part through the central 


‘switch. board. 


A telephone is on the — point 
of the dome and another will be placed 
at the top of the great spire, reaching 
more than 400 feet above sea level. 

There are telephones at brief inter- 
vals along the choir galleries and along 
the choir stalls, while another instru- 
ment is at the elbow of the organist 
and choirmaster, so that if any little 
choir boy happens to go to sleep in 
the course of the services, the organ- 
ist can telephone down and awaken 
him. 

The system extends to the synod 
hall, where the:canons have their of- 
fices, to the choir school, the business 
offices, the basement rooms, and even 
the workhouse on the grounds.
